As the movement of this nobleman, (says the N. 
Y. Ev. Post) particularly since his departure 
from italy to join the Greeks, are viewed with 
more than ordivary interest, the following ro- 
mantic account of a visit, by some English- 
man, to his Lordship’s residence in the beau- 
tiful island of Mitytene, which we have taken 
from the London Literary Journal, may not 
be unacceptable to our readers :— 

In sailing through the Grecian Archi- 
pelago, on board one of His Majesty’s ves- 
sels, in the year 1812, we put in the har- 
bour of Mytilene, in the island of that 
name. The beauty of this place, and the 
cettain supply of cattle and vegetables al- 
ways to be had there, induce many Brit- 
ish vessels to visit, both men of war and 
merchantmen ; and though it lies rather 
out of the track for ships bound to Smyr- 
na, its bounties amply repay for the devia- 
tion of a voyage. We landed, as usual, at 
the bottom of the bay, and whilst the men 
were employed in watering, and the purser 
bargaining for cattle with the natives, the 
clergyman and myself took a ramble to a 
cave, called Homer’s School, and other 
places where. we had been before. On the 
brow of Ida (a small monticule so named, ) 
we met with and engaged a young Greek as 
our guide, who told us he had come from 
Scio with an English lord who left the isl- 
and four days previous to our arrival, in his 
felucca. * He engaged me as a pilot,” said 
the Greek, and would have taken’me with 
him, but I did not chuse to quit Mytilene, 
where I am likely to get married. He was 
an odd but a very good man. The cottage 
over the hill, facing the river, belongs to 
him, and he has left an old man in charge 
of it; he gave Dominick, the wine-trad.r, 
six hundred zechines for it (about two hun- 
dred and fifty pounds, English currency,) 
and has resided there about fourteen months, 
though not constantly ; for he saiis in his 
felucca, very often, to the different islands,” 
This account excited our curiosity very 
-much, and we lost no time in hastening to 
the house, where our countrymen had resi- 
ded. We were kindly received Sy the old 
man, who conducted us to this mansion. 
It consisted of four apartments on the 
ground floor; an entrance hall, a drawing 
room, a sitting parlour, and a bed-room, 
with a spacious closet annexed, They were 
all simply decorated; plain green-stained 
walls, marble tables on either side, a large 
myrtle in the centre, and a small fountain 
beneath, which could be made to play 
through the branches by moving a spring 
fixed in the side of a smail bronze. Venus 
in a leaning bosture; a large couch or so- 
pha completed the furniture. In the hall 
stood half a dozen English cane chairs, and 
an empty book case ; there were no mir- 
rors, nor a single painting. ‘The bedcham- 
ber had merely a large mattress spread on 
the floor, with two stuffed cotton quilts, and 
a pillow—--the common bed throughout 
Greece. Inthe sitting room we observed 
a marble recess; formerly the old man told 
us, filled with books and papers, which 
were then in a large seamen’s chest in the 
closet ; it was open, but we did not think 
ourselves justified in examining the contents. 
On the table of the recess lay Voltaire’s, 
Shakspeare’s, Boileau’s, and Rousseau’s 
works, complete ; Volney’s Ruins of Em- 
pires; Zimmerman, in the German lan- 
guage: Klopstock’s Messiah; Kotzebue’s 
Novels; Schiller’s play of the Robbgrs ; 
Milton’s Paradise Lost, an Italian edition, 
printed at Parma in 1810; several small 
pamphlets from the Greek press at (on- 
stantinople, much torn. Most of these 
books were filled with marginal notes, writ- 
ten with a pencil, in Italian and Latin. The 
Messiah was literally scribbled all over, 
and marked with slips of paper, on which 
also were remarks. 

The old man said, “‘ The lord had been

He had money, it was evident ; he 
had philanthropy of disposition, and all 
those eccentricities which mark peculiar 
genius. Arrived at Palermo, all our doubts 
were dispelled.

THE NORTH POLE EXPEDITION. 


On Saturday the 12th inst. Capt. Parry 
returned to town, where he received a hear- 
ty welcome at the Admiralty. The Fury 
and the Hecla arrived off Bressay Sound 
on the 3d instant; and it is remarkable 
that from the time of their leaving Orkney, 
in June, 1821, to their return in October, 
1823, they had seen but one vessel, and 
that at too great a distance to be snoken 
with. 

When the ship arrived off Harwich on 
Monday night, the Hecla, which had weath- 
ered the storms of the arctic regions, and 
had sustained uninjured the conflicting 
floes of ice, was nearly wrecked by the 
breaking of her anchor. 

We have already observed that Captain 
Parry doubted of reaching so far as in his 
former voyage, and his conjectures were 
right. The last account of him was July 
22, 1821, when he was near the Upper 
Savage Islands, and was steering witha 
fair wind through an open sea direct for 
Repulse Bay. In the autumn of that year 
the whole of the Bay was explored, as well 
as Sir Thomas Roe’s Welcome, Middle- 
ton’s Frozen Strait, Foxe’s Farthest, and 
several other places, but finding no passage 
either to the northward or the westward, 
and the ice closing rouud them, they winter-

The Esquimaux wintered near them in | 
snow-houses, which were nearly as warm 
as the vessels, although the precautions 
taken to keep the rooms of a proper tem- 
perature by means of pipes, completely an- 
swered, 

It was the intention of Capt. Parry, af- 
ter passing a second winter in the Aretié| 
regions, to try the summer in exploring a 
passage, and then sending the Hecla home, 
to brave a third winter im the Fury alone ; 
but the ice cid not break uj so early as was 
expected. Of the two years and a half 
they were absent, the ships were twenty- 
one months frozen in—and, even so late as 
the 17th of September, they were so beset 
with ice, that all hope of escaping from it 
seemed at an end.—The next day, howev- 
er, it suddenly separated, and Capt. Parry 
determined to return home. 

The voyage has, altogether, been a very 
severe one, though the crews have been re- 
markably healthy, and they have only lost 
five men in a period of nearly three years. 
The apparatus for warming the ship was 
very good, and so was the stove for melting 
the snow ; but the supply of vegetables 
was scanty—indeed the crews scarcely had 
any until about a month before they were 
ordered home. 

The ships have not been much injured. 
At one time they were driven a distance of 
tvo hundied and fifty miles, with the ut- 
most impetuosity, amidst floes of ice ; and 
even when finally liberated from the ice, 
and on their way home, a storm arose, 
which threatened their destruction. Du- 
ring the whole of the homeward voyage, 
they had the most tempestuous weather. 
Last winter they were without the light 
of the sun fifty-six days; but the winter 
befere they did not totally lose sight of 
that luminary. During the darkness of so 
long a period, nothing more than a twi- 
light appeared at noon, sufficient for a 
person to see his way about, and that only 
for a very short period. 

When the Nautilus left them in 1821, 
they killed a bullock, and hung it up aloft. 
The meat immediately was frozen, and 
last Christmas Day the crews were regal- 
ed with the same meat roasted, which was 
as sweet as if it had been just killed. 

The crews of the Fury and Hecla have 
brought home many curiosities, and about 
a dozen of Esquimaux dogs, remarkable 
for their size, streagth, courage, and docili- 
ty; one of these animals will drag a man 
in his sledge sixty milesaday.

If citizens of the 
United States are still employed in that traffic, 
they seem to have been driven te conceal them- 
selves under the flag of other nations. 

The agency at Cape Messuredo, for receiving 
the re-captured and liberated Africans, enjoyed 
favourable —, until late last Fall, wien it 
was assailed by a large body of the natives, and 
was in danger of being entirely destroyed. Some 
of the liberated Africans were killed in the con- 
test. The extracts of letters from Captain 
Spence, Lt. Perry, and Messrs. Ashmun and 
Ayres, will shew the manner in which they were 
able to defend themselves, with the aid of a mid- 
shipmaw and several men belonging to a British 
vessel of war, then in the neighbourhood. The 
establishment having passed through this trial, 
now promises to accomplish all the benefits antr 
cipated from it. 

On the western side of the Atlantic ocean, and 
in the Gulph of Mexico, the operations of our 
naval force have been more active. Several-ves- 
sels were in.commission there at ths close of the 
last year. To these were added, under the au- 
thority of the law passed at the last session-of 
Congress, “ authorizing an additional naval force 
for the suppression of piracy,” the Steam Galhot 
Sea Gull; eight email schoouers, the Greyhound, 
Jackall, Fox, Wild Cat, Beagle, Ferret, Wea- 
zie, and Terricr ; five barges, the Musquito, Gnat, 
Midge, Sandfy, and Galliaipper ; and one trans- 
port ship, the Decoy. 

Captain David Poster was appointed to the 
command of the squadesn, and sailed from Nor- 
folk about the 10th of February last. His sta- 
tion was at Thampson’s Island, from which he 
dispatched his vessels in such way as he judged 
best suited to attain his objects. 

The size of most of the vessels, the nature of 
the duties, and the exposure of the offic-rs and 
men, Called fora display of perseverance and 
fortitude seldom required of those engaged in 
our service—but the call .was well answered. 
Every thing was accomplished which was antici- 
pated from the expedition. Piracy, as a system, 
has been repressed in the neighbourhood of the 
Island of Cuba, and now requires only to be 
watched by a proper force, to be prevented 
from afflicting commerce any further in that 
quarter. The public authorities of the Island of 
Cuba manifested a friendly disposition towards 
the squadron, and rendered much assistance in 
the pursuit of its objects. 

The squadron was healthy and prosperous up- 
til about the middle of August, when a malignant 
fever broke out at the station, and destroyed ma- 
py valuable lives. 

\t is believed that the Florida station is incal- 
Cculably important to some of the best interests to 
this Union; and that it ought aot to be deserted 
until every expedient has failed to render ita 
secure and healthy position for our vessels. | feel 
great confidence in the opinion that it may be 
made such without encounterinz great -hazard o 
the evils we have heretofore suffered. 

For the protection of commerce, and the sup- 
pression of piracy in the Western Atlantic snd 
Gulf of Mexico, it is proposed, in the ensuing 
year, to contioue Thompson's Island as the sta- 
tion for the vessels employed in those objects ; 
to place there a ship of the fine, armed and man- 
ned asa irigate, for which purpose the Indepen- 
dence is well fitted; and to attach to the com- 
mand the John Adams and Hornet, and one oth- 
er sloop of war, with four of the large schooners, 
the Grampus, Porpoise, Shark, and Spark, one 
of the smaller schooners and the barges. ‘This 
force is competent to proteot all our interests. 

The I+land itself, by clearing, draining, and 
Cultivating, will, aitera time, probably become 
more healthéu!. 

It will he perceived, that this distribution of 
force in@ludes only one of the small schooners. 
They were admirabiy calculated for the end for 
which they were purchased.and have effected it. 
But, piracy bemg for the present repressed, and 
requiring only such a force as wi!l prevent its re- 
vival, they are no longer necessary ; and, being 
both very expensive and atierly subversive of all 
discipline, it is respectfully recommended that 
they be soid, retaining one for the present season, 
after which it may be sold,

Will these articles be of as goo a quality—and 3d, | 
Can the Amerivan manufacturer afford them as 
cheap as they can be purchased abroad ? 
Should the advocates of American manufactures 
be able to prove the affirmative of these several 
questions to the satisfaction of the most sceptical, 
we should think our government could not, any 
longer, hesitate to grant the desired protection. 
First, then, cémmence with the article of 
clothing. 1t is obvious that this important article 
is fabricated principally from wool, cotton, and 
flax,—nor can the remark, that this country pos- | 
sesses the means of pruducing these three staples, 
in as great quantities, and to as gteat perfection, 
as any otber on the globe, be rebutted by facts— 
Nor can the fact that it does not at present, lie a 
valid objection. Can it be expecicd that the Ag- | 
riculturalist will raise sheep, except for his own ' 
consumption, when there is no demand for his 
wool? The same may be said of the important 
article of flax. Try the experiment of a home 
market, and in ten years there will be not only 
wool enough grown in the United States for do- 
mestic use, but also large quantities for exporta- 
tion. 

With respect to cotton, the writer deems any 
remarks from him superfluous—he will only add, 
that the fact of Americans paying millions annu- 
ally to Europeans for labonr upon this American 
product, is at once too bumiliating, as well as no- 
torious, to be resisted by the cunning craftiness of 
the enémies of our national prosperity.
